It accepts underselling as in- 
evitable, but by a change of method seeks to 
diminish its evils. Another point in its favor 
is that it does not require the universal co- 
operation of the trade; any bookseller may 
adopt it without placing himself at a disadvan- 
tage with his neighbors. The details of the plan 
are shown in the following circular printed for 
distribution among the customers of the house 
in question, but not yet sent out : 

Messrs. Blank have long felt that the ano- 
malous system of discounts prevailing in the 
bookselling trade is most unsatisfactory, alike in 
the interests of the buyer and the seller, and 
they believe a change in the terms of supply more 
in accordance with sound business principles 
would be welcomed. 

At present a book is marked one price and 
sold at another ; and to an increasing extent it 
is found that the one bears no uniform and defi- 
nite proportion to the other, but varies most 
capriciously. ‘ 

Messrs. Blank will in future adopt the com- 
mon-sense method of marking each book the 
actual price they mean to sell it at, and the rate 
of profit charged will be as moderate as is con- 
sistent with right trading. 

Messrs. Blank feel sure this change will be 
appreciated by all who favor them with their 
patronage, and be found much more satisfactory 
than the present irritating and variable practice. 
The whole stock has been re-marked at the 
net prices now adopted. 

It will be seen that published prices, as far 
as the bookseller is concerned, are to be quietly 
disregarded ; no mention will be made of dis- 
counts, but each book will be offered at a net 
price to the public. It will, no doubt, occur to 
some of our readers that provision is not made 
for goods charged to account as distinguished 
from those sold for cash, and the question arises 
whether it would be better to meet that difficulty 
by charging interest, or in fixing the net price 
SO as to allow a small discount for cash. 
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A BIT OF EARLY TRADE HISTorRy, 


By R. L. Stevenson, in the London Academy, 

THE first book published by Baker and Scrip. 
ner was ‘‘ The Puritans and Their Principles,” 
by Edwin Hall, D.D. ; but the first that proved 
to be a popular success and encouraged the 
young publishers was Rev. J. T. Headley’s 
“Napoleon and His Marshals.’’ This was js- 
sued in 1846, The book had an immense sale, 
and was followed in the same year by “ The 
Sacred Mountains” and ‘‘ Washington and 
His Generals,’’ which were also extremely pop- 
ular. The rhetorical style in which they were 
written captivated the clergy as well as the 
laity, and ‘‘ The Sacred Mountains’’ was rec- 
ommended from the pulpit, and circulars set- 
ting forth its merits were allowed to be distrib. 
uted in the pews. Within two years from the 
date of the first publication more than a quarter 
of a million volumes of the three works were 
sold, and up to the present time the total sales 
have exceeded half a million. The next re- 
markable success of the house was made with 
‘*Tk Marvel’s Reveries of a Bachelor.” Donald 
G. Mitchell, who wrote under that name, was 
an unknown writer, and when he offered *‘ The 
Battle Summer”’ to Baker and Scribner for pub- 
lication, a work by him which had been issued 
by another house had proved a failure. ‘* The 
Battle Summer’’ came out in 1849, and was also 
a failure. But the ‘‘ Reveries of a Bachelor,” 
with its delightful sentiment, captivated the 
public, and the sale wasenormous. Then came 
‘* Dream Life,’’ by the same author, and this, 
too, was very successful. The firm had pub- 
lished a book by N. P. Willis in 1849, which 
had a large sale. This was his ‘‘ People Whom 
I Have Met.”” They also published a complete 
edition of his prose works. But the great en- 
couragement that Baker & Scribner received in 
the first years of their business was from the 
extraordinary sale of Headley’s and of Mitchell's 
works. They had already begun to publish 
some theological works, and these formed the 
nucleus of the extensive business of the house in 
this department in after years. 





THE ITALIAN BOOK-TRADE. 
BY FRANCIS KING. 
From the London Bookseller. 

ONE cannot help being struck with the number 
of foreign names among the bookselling and 
publishing fraternity at Rome. Modes & Men- 
del, Spithéver, Loescher, Treves. The last- 
named issues, among other works, a large num- 
ber of illustrated gift-books (/ibri di strenne) such 
as Bersezio’s ‘‘ Roma, la Capitale d'Italia ;” 
Bertolini’s ‘‘ Storiadi Roma ;’’ Bianchi’s “‘ Galla 
Land,’’ and Chirtani’s ‘‘ L’Arte attraverso di 
Secoli (Art across the Centuries),’’ all well illus- 
trated and attractive-looking volumes. The 
Brothers Treves are also publishers of the two 
leading Italian illustrated weeklies, ZL’ ///ustra- 
zione Italiana, and /llustrazione Popolare. Among 
the recent issues of Messrs. Modes & Mendel, 
of the Corso, should be mentioned the ‘‘ Tesero 
d’Ornato (Grammar of Ornament),’’ of one of 
the members of the firm, Prof. G. J. Mendel, 
suplying a want long felt by Italian teachers and 
students of design, and following pretty much 
the kindred works of Owen Jones in our ow? 
country, and Charles Blancin France. Hermane 
Loescher (Corso) deals chiefly in the linguistic 
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accessories of the teacher of modern languages, 
and has a fairly complete series of Grammars, 
Dictionaries, Reading-books, etc., of the various 
European tongues, including even Roumanian, 
Slave, Hungarian, Polish, Modern Greek, and 
Turkish and Russian. Book-hunters and bibli- 
ographers, | may add, will do well to apply at 
the Turin house of Herr Loescher for catalogues 
of his ‘‘ Liberia Antiquaria’’ (sent free on re- 
yest), or, still better, to ask first for the subject 
list of the seventeen catalogues (out of sixty-five) 
still available for distribution. The house of 
Spithover is famous for its fine and costly works 
on Roman Art and Antiquities, such as De 
Rossi's ‘‘ Roma Sotteranea Christiana,”’ a folio 
on the Catacombs (Vol. IV. just out); Cav. | 
Tosi’s ** Sacred and Sepulchral Monuments of 
Rome, Fifteenth and Seventeenth Centuries ;’’ 
and De Rossi’s “ Christian Mosaics and Pave- 
ments of Roman Churches,” a superb folio, 
illustrated by admirable chromo-lithographs, and 
issuing at fifty francs the number ; complete for 
£50. The maps and plans to be had at this 
shop are also excellent. Not far off lies another 
publishing establishment, ‘‘ The Collegio di 
Propaganda Fide,’’ whence issues Catholic the- 
ological literature. Recent publications include 
the complete works of S. Thomas (by order and 
at the expense of the present Pope), in folio and 
quarto, with special editions de luxe. The typog- 
raphy and paper of the ‘‘ Propaganda”’ struck 
me as superior to the general run of Roman 
book-work. Paravia’s extensive place of business 
inthe SS. Appostoli is the headquarters of the 
educational and scholastic works in use in the 
Government Schools, from the Asilo and Ele- 
mentary Schools up to the Liceo and the Uni- 
versita. Among educational ‘“‘ curiosities” at 
Paravia's, I saw life-size colored models of the 
chief organs of the human body, and also of the 
edible and the poisonous fungi, the latter being a 
practical form of demonstration which might be 
well, it seems to me, introduced into our English 
schools. Other publishers are Verdesi (Via 
Lato), Perino (Piazza Colonna), Mantegazza 
Via Nazionale), dealing in questionable and 
more than questionable literature, and Manzoni 
and Bocea both in the Corso. As this last- 
named gentleman bluntly refused to specify any 
particular books in his list, declaring that they 


— ‘all good,’’ I leave him where I found 
Im. 


The Roman bookselling business is hard to | 


distinguish here from that of the publishers, 
who vend their own and other wares and whose 
repositories do not differ outwardly from the 
ordinary bookseller’s shop. Second-hand books 
may be had at Rossi’s, in the Corso, Silvio 
Bocca’s (Via del Giardino), Van Riel (Via Can- 
estrari), and at P. Pieri’s, who has a haunt in 
the Via del Colosseo, as much resembling a 


bookshop of the time of Martial as perhaps it is | 


at this day possible to be. Then there are the 
Various a/ fresco sellers with their stock-in-trade 


set up by the roadside, here and there, beside 
the book-stalls which appear every Wednesday 
inthe Campo dei Fiori, where the Jews hold a 
wad ot weekly rag-fair. Piale, in the Piazza di 


“pagna, deserves mention not only as bookseller 
and as the principal lending library and news- 
room in the place, but also as a centre of infor- 
Mation on a multitude of subjects (often of the 
most heterogeneous kind), with which the so- 
journer in Rome is concerned. The price of a 
“ad fare, the chances of an introduction to Car- 
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dinal Howard or an audieme of the Pope, at 
what o’clock the Roman foxhounds meet, or the 
nuns sing at the Trinita, where to buy tea, where 
to get English tobacco (hopeless request !). With 
these and such-like inquiries (so appropriate to 
a bookseller) will you find Signor Piale and his 
assistants beset at any hour of the day, from 
morn to dewy eve, and always responding with 
the most unwearied amiability and good nature. 
A list of the special Church ceremonies for the 
coming week is regularly posted up at the door. 
I had meant to say a word on the various libra- 
ries and on the learned societies of Rome, but 
my space grows short. It is well, however, to 
know or to remember that the Vatican Library is. 
a library of manuscripts, not books. This, if borne 
in mind, may save many a useless journey. 
Among societies should be mentioned the ‘* Com- 
missione Arcologica Communale,’’ a _ civic 
commission occupying itself with the excavations 
still proceeding; the ‘“‘ Societa Archeologica 
Christiana,’’ the ‘‘ British and American Arch- 
ologica Society of Rome’’ (Mr. A. Strutt, Secre- 
tary) ; and the “ Lince’’ (Lynx), a Catholic so- 
ciety dealing, somewhat after the manner of the 
French Academy, with every department of Let- 
ters and Art. All these societies publish their 
“* Bolletini’”’ (Jourrtals), which, for carefulness of 
detail and general execution of plan, are just 
what such reports ought to be. 

The typographers of Florence are numerous, 
the publishers few. Le Monnier and Barbéra 
are the best known. I paid a visit to Sig. 
Barbéra, more recently established, but the 
most enterprising member of his profession 
here, and he courteously gave me some details 
of his business. He is issuing now a “ Little 
Library for the People ”’ of living Italian authors, 
under the able editorial triumvirate of Mante- 
gazza, Barrili and Bonghi, one volume to 
appear every fortnight and at the cost of half a 
lire (5d.) each. Of recent publications are the 
‘*Matrimonio’’ of Alfred Orsiani, a vigorous 
rejoinder to Dumas’ Defence of Divorce, and a 
collection by Raffaelle Barbiera, of representa- 
tive Venetian Poetry. He has also an excel- 
lent ‘‘ Diamond Library” of standard authors 
(Massinio d’Azeglio, Leopardi, etc.), six, ten or 
twelve volumes, neatly bound, inacase. Among 
works of note published by this house may be 
mentioned Marcotti’s ‘‘ Nuova Austria’’ (Im- 
pressions of Modern Austria), Matilde Serao’s— 
editor or editress of a Roman paper, I forget 
which—‘‘ Conquest of Rome,”’ z. ¢., Rome con- 
sidered neither archzologically nor ecclesiasti- 





cally, but in its actual present aspect of to-day. 
The ‘‘ Popular Tuscan Tales’’ of Pitré, a well- 
known writer on Folk-lore, also deserve notice. 
In Barbéra’s list many English authors — 
Huxley, Spencer, Smiles (very popular), Lewes, 
Helps, Mary Somerville, and J. R. Green— 
figure among the translated works. 

The booksellers of Florence are, as may be 
supposed, many and various. England is 
represented by Messrs. Coles and Goodban. 
Loescher also deals in foreign books. Among 
the native booksellers, Bocca, Paravia, Caru- 
melli and Paggi take the lead. Old and 
second-hand books, of good value and quality, 
will be found at the repositories of Cecchi, 
| Franceschini, Ducci, Grazzini, and Sercelli. I 
must also not forget M. Vieusseux, the 
‘*Mudie’’ of Florence, to whose diligent and 
attractive catering the foreign residents and 
visitors at Florence owe more than perhaps. 
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they can express. Vieusseux’s Library occu- 
pies nearly the whole of the ground floor of the 
old Palazzo of the Podestas of Florence, and 
contains some 130,000 volumes, English, 
French, German, Italian, etc. Every and any 
new English book, almost, may be had, and 
all the principal European Reviews. Added to 
which there is a good Reference Library, and a 
News and Reading Room—in short, a very good 
club. 

Native living authors are few and far to seek 
in Florence. When 1 have named Professor 
Villari, the President of the Institute, whose 
** Machiavelli and his Times’’ is known in Eng- 
land through his wife’s translation, and Sig. 
Comparetti, the author of ‘‘ Virgil in the Middle 
Ages,’’ I have nearly exhausted the names of 
the indigenous literati of the city. The foreign 
contingent is, per contra, considerable and, 
curiously enough, all female. 

Ouida, a host in herself, has her villa about 
three miles out of town. The Miss Horners, 
authors of ‘‘ Walks in Florence,’’ are to be 
found just without the Porta Romana. Then 
there is Miss Paget, who, under the name of 
Vernon Lee, has published ‘‘ Euphorion,’’ and 
a second novel, ‘‘ Miss Brown ;’’ Mrs. Bagster, 
the writer of ‘‘A Nook in the Apennines ;’ 
Miss Duffy, a contributor to the Argosy, and 
last, but not least, our gifted countrywoman, 
Madame Villari, who has written “ Tuscan 
Hills and Venetian Waters,” ‘‘ Camilla’s 
Girlhood,’’ and other novels, besides various 
literary and art critiques in the Atheneum and 
Academy. There are various public libraries in 
the city, the chief being the Biblioteca Nazion- 
ale, which, like certain libraries in England, 
has the privilege of receiving a copy of every 
published work. Admittance is free to all 
comers, and books may be even taken home 
by those who give a sufficient guarantee 
that the volumes will be returned in good 
order. 


SLOW PROGRESS TOWARD INTERNA- 
TIONAL COPYRIGHT. 
From the Book News. 


THE history of international copyright for the 
past year prolongs the record of feeble Congres- 
sional procedure, now in its fiftieth year, for it 
was in 1837 that the subject was first brought up 
in the Senate by Henry Clay. Of the two bills 
introduced in the Senate early in the session just 


closed, one had been prepared by the American | 


Copyright League and intrusted to Senator 
Hawley, who had introduced it also a year be- 
fore without then securing action. Onits second 


appearance it was referred to the Committee on | 


Patents, where about a month later a bill intro- 
duced for the first time by Senator Chace like- 
wise found its way. The Hawley bill was also 
introduced into the House simultaneously with 
its introduction into the Senate. Early in the 
year hearings were given by the committee to 
authors, publishers, and others interested, and 
lastly the Chace bill was favorably reported. 
There now remains the assurance Senator Chace 
is reported to have given, that he intends bring- 
ing up his bill early in the session, ‘* with an im- 
portant speech on the subject of international 
copyright in general.’’ 

The difference between the two bills is wide 
and distinct. Senator Hawley’s was prepared 
in the interests of authors only, on a basis of rec- 
iprocity, providing that a foreign author could 
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have copyright here on the same terms as ap 
American citizen, on the sole condition that the 
foreign author’s country gave the right of a na. 
tive to an American author. This bil] was ap- 
proved genera!ly by authors and publishers, pyt 
was opposed by the artisans and mechanics cop. 
cerned in the material processes of book-making 
It was in the interests of this class that Senator 
Chace prepared the manufacturing clause char. 
acterizing his bill, which gives copyright only to 
American editions of foreign works, and pro. 
hibits the importation of foreign editions of 
works so copyrighted. 

Judging solely from this legislative business, 


| there is nothing that could be regarded by the 


most sanguine as good ground for a hopeful out- 
look. Other signs, however, are more encour- 
aging. Much effort has been made by the 
friends of the movement to arouse general inter- 


| est, and from the space given in newspapers and 


magazines of wide influence to its discussion in 
popular form and to reports of interesting pro- 
ceedings, it may be inferred that the desired ob- 


| ject has been attained and that the popular ear 


is open to the subject. A gain of great impor- 
tance is found in the removal of a long standing 
obstacle in the shape of the differences of opinion 
among authors and publishers with regard to the 
terms of the measures proposed. They now ad- 
mit that ‘‘ any bill is better than no bill,’’ and 
are willing to support any measure recognizing 
the rights of foreign authors, trusting to famili- 
arity with the subject and to the growth of intel- 
ligence and a sense of justice to amend and per- 


| fect the law, however inadequate in its original 


form. <A very direct aid to the spread of intel- 


| ligence is the treatise on copyright by the Messrs 
| Bowker and Solberg, published last spring and 


containing in convenient and agreeable shape a 
useful source of information to those interested 
in a question whose long neglect to settle has 
become a national disgrace. 

In strong contrast with the tardy and irregular 
movement in the United States, is the advanced 
position reached by nearly all Europe. Notonly 
has almost every government there some form 
of international copyright, arrived at indepen- 


| dently, but for some years there has been steady 


| month. 
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progress toward an International Copyright 
Union, whose first assembly will meet this 
The amended draft adopted in Septem- 
ber, 1885, as a basis of the general convention 
of this year, declares that in all countries be- 
longing to the Union, the authors of one country 
are to enjoy for their works in the other coun- 
tries the rights which the respective laws grant 
to natives. It can hardly be possible that such 
unanimity among civilized nations should not 
stimulate Congress to make speedy amends for 
the long-standing injustice conclusively shown 
to affect American as well as foreign authors, 
and, indirectly, the readers of a much-reading 
Amertican people.
